Our readers haye seen the opinions of Evarts, 
Curtis, Carpenter, and Sloan on the railway leg- 
islation of Wisconsin. Mesers. Evarts and Cur- 
tis, the counsel of the Companies, are of opinion 
that the law is unconstitutionai, since it reduces 
the rates of fare and freight so low that the 
Companies, were they to obey it, could operate 
their roads only at a loss, and would be unabie 
to pay the interest on their bonded indebtedness.

man’s face. The real question is not whether 
the charters of the railway corporations may be 
altered or repealed ; but, whether the altering 
and repealing in question may be accompanied 
by confiscation of property, real or virtual, 
Evarts and Curtis say not. Carpenter and Sloan 
say they may. Assuming that the représenta- 
tions of the Railway Corporations are true, and 
that the Wisconsin. legislation in question has 
reduced the rates so that the roads can be 
operated only at a loss, we think that Evarts 
and Curtis are right, Carpenter and Sloan wrong. 
The Legislature of the State of Wisconsin 
cannot take from railway companies more 
than it gave them. It can take away 
or modify intangible right, the in- 
corporeal fran „ which it gave them, to 
become common carriers. It cannot take away 
more than this. It cannot deprive them of a 
yard’s length of rail, of a wheel of their car- 
riages, of an engine or a cow-catcher, without 
due compensation. Repeal or modify as it 
may, it has not the right to steal. It cannot 
put its hand into the pockets of the stockholders 
and take a dollar out of them. It cannot com- 
pel the stockholders to run the roads for the 
benefit of the traveling public at a loss to them- 
selves. The rights of property are sacred, 
even in bloated bondholders.” 
form is needed, but the way to it is not through 
spoliation, and if Mr. Carpenter thinks it is 
through such an avenue the people desire to 
reach reform he is very much mistaken. 

When the Legislature of Wisconsin charters a 
corporation to run a ferry between two points on 
opposite sides of a river, it grants only a right— 
a franchise. The corporators, or stockholders, 
build boats, or buy them, hire hands, and go to 
work. The righi to run the boats is all that the 
State hae granted. It is all it can take away or 
modify. The boat belongs tothe stockholders. 
The State cannot take it from them. To take it 
away would be to take property without 
compensation; and this common sense, com- 
mon law, and common justice, as well 
as the constitution of every State in the 
Union, forbid. The legislation of Wisconsin 
may modify or repeal the charters of corpora- 
tions organized under its laws, but in so doing 


it must save the property-rights of its citizens, 


confiscate nothing, invalidate no contract over 
the terms of which it did net reserve to itself 
any power—the contracts of the road with its 
bond-owners for instance. 

The power to repeal or modify charters re- 
tained by the Wisconsin Oonstitution extends 
not only to railway charters, but to life and 
fire-inseurance companies’ charters,—to all 
charters im fact. Is tt meant that the 
Legislature may compel the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company, of Milwanu- 
kee, for instance, to issue its policies on 
such terms as to prevent ite paying its losses 
occasioned by death? Or may a Wisconsin 
shawl-manufacturing corporation be compelled 
to sell its shawls at such a rate as to cripple the 
institution itself and eat up its capital? Evi- 
dently there is a right way and a wrong way to 
effect railway reform,—and Messrs. Carpenter 
and Sloan seem te favor the wrong way.

Also a bill providing that all colored persons 
residing within the limits of the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw Nations at the time when the Thir- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution took ef- 
fect, and their children, are declared ＋ of 
these nations or tribes, with all rights hold 
office, to send their children to the public 
schools, and with all other rights and privileges 
now enjoyed by those Indiahs, and providing 
that a denial of such rights to colored persons 


Mr. BUTLER accepted an amendment offered 
by Mr. Shanks, that no provisions of the Choc- 
taw and Chickasaw treaty of 1866 shall be.af- 
fected by the act. 

After debate as to the right of the Govern- 
ment to force these negroes upon the Indians, 
Mr. Shanks’ amendment was adopted, and then 
the bill was by a strict party vote—yeas, 
140; pays, 67. 

ABANDONED PROPERTY. 

Mr. BUTLER aleo reported a bill to transfer 
from State Courts to United States Courts cases 
for the seizure of captured and abandoned prop- 
erty, etc. Passed.
